Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant discussed the last advisory action and stated that in his 
belief the examiner was unfairly denying entry of the amendment because a narrowing down of the claimed invention 
should not be a new issue, because the examiner should have known what applicant was intending to claim even 
though the claims did not specifically recite anything about a pyramid scheme. The language about encouraging 
others to enlist other participants in order to achieve exponential growth is not necessarily the same as a pyramid 
scheme. Applicant stated that the examiner should have known that this was intended to mean a pyramid scheme. 
The examiner disagreed. The examiner discussed after final practice and explained what constituted a new issue. 
The examiner stated that the arguments are non-persuasive and that the amendment would not be entered. Applicant 
advised the examiner that no notice of appeal has been filed in the allowed statutory period for reply. The examiner 
stated that the claims are not considered to be allowable and a notice of allowance was not forthcoming. The examiner 
and applicant agreed to disagree on these points and no agreement was reached. . 
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
